Sib, 

We have the honour to submit the Report for the year 1918 
on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland. 

General Observations. 

As noted in our Report for the year 1914, the employment of 
H.M. Coastguard on Active Service caused a temporary diffi- 
culty in our system of collecting, statistics, but we were able to 
secure at the majority of, the ports at which fish is landed more 
or less efficient temporary statisticians. We considered, more- 
over, that it was advisable to suspend publication of details which 
might be of interest to the enemy and therefore confined our 
Reports for the years 1915, 1916 and 1917 to brief summaries 
of matters which had in previous years been set forth more ex- 
tensively. Certain other returns were similarly suspended with a 
view to economy. In the Appendix to our present Report arrears 
of statistical information are disposed of, by the inclusion in the 
tables of figures for the last four years. 

Pirst recalling the fact that the volume and value of Irish 
landings depend chiefly on the herring and mackerel fisheries, 
which, in themselves notoriously variable in available supply, 
reflect both in fishing energy and value the fortunes of British 
and Continental fisheries, we may glance briefly at the eifect of 
war conditions on the Irish Industry. Prom 1900 to 1913 in- 
clusive returns of landings and value fluctuate about averages 
of 838,000 cwts. and T37G,500 respectively, showing no con- 
sistent increase or decrease. The curve of value, it >vill be 
observed on examination of the diagram annexed, does not cor- 
respond with the curve of quantity, and in this connection it 
should be noted that the increase in the quantity of fish landed 
during the years 1917 and 1918, as compared with previous 
years, is due almost entirely to the efforts of Irish fishermen. 
An examination of the return appended will show that during 
these two years the numbers of non-Irish boats participating in 
the herring fisheries from Irish ports were very considerably less 
than those in pre-war years. 

Irish boats, only, took part in the mackerel fisheries from Irish 
centres during the years 1917 and 1918.

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Fishing power is ' not susceptible of graphic treatment on 
account of the difficulty of estimating the relative efficiency of 
craft of different classes and of discounting fluctuations of fishing 
energy in response to the various factors, such as prospective 
prices and the personal equation, which affect it. Reference is 
made, however, to the periodic figures of steam craft and motor 
boats given on page vii. 

The immediate effect in 1914 of the war was the calling up 
of naval and military reserves, whereby certain important fishing 
centres (see page vii) were practically, denuded of able-bodied 
fishermen. Soon afterwards nearly all Irish steam drifters and 
about half of our small fleet of steam trawlers were transferred 
to Naval service, while highly paid shore work attracted a cer- 
tain class of fishermen from their usual, if not very strenuously 
pursued, avocation. In other respects Irish fisheries remained 
normal during the early part of the war, both as to prices and 
destination of products. As hostilities progressed and the food 
question in Great Britain became acute, the cross-Channel 
demand for fresh herring and mackerel naturally increased, with 
the result that the Irish trade in those commodities became 
mainly a “ freshing ” business, instead of, largely, a curing 
business. Prices were accordingly inflated, and there was placed 
on Irish rolling stock and cross-Channel tonnage a strain which 
in the diversity of organisation it sometimes failed to bear, with 
the result that public attention was focussed on the consequent 
waste of fish. Remedy for this was found to some extent by 
bringing all. railway and cross-Channel transport under direct. 
Government control ; and thereafter such loss of fish as occurred 
m transit was occasioned chiefly by temporary closure of ports 
and deficiency or unavailability of rolling stock on the other side 
of the water. 
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It may be doubted whether the efforts to conserve for 
home consumption the products of the United Kingdom 
fisheries, by restricting export of cured herring and mackerel, 
really served in Ireland their intended object. At all 
times the merchants who “ fresh ” these fish can afford 
to pay more than the curers, but without curers in reserve, 
especially when transport is uncertain, a drift net fishery cannot 
be maintained at stations which at the best of times are ill 
served by transit facilities. In some cases, therefore, the prac- 
tical, if unintentional, discouragement of curers no doubt resulted 
in diminution of fishing energy. 

Of necessity Irish fishing activities were seriously curtailed in 
some districts and at certain periods by the conditions of Naval 
warfare, but in this connection we may be permitted to express 
our high appreciation of the anxious care of the Naval Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly, K.C.B., K.C.V.O., 
to preserve to Irish fishermen every possible opportunity of pur- 
suing their industry. The relatively slight hindrance to fishing- 
operations is indicated by the curve of landings, and we are 
aware, from punctuality of repayment of loan instalments and 
other sources of information, that the increase of cost of gear, 
up to 400 per cent, on some items, was more than compensated 
by enhancement of fish prices. 

Features of note in the war history of the fisheries are the 
revival of herring fishing from Dunmore East, and the temporary 
rise of Dundalk to the dignity of a fishing port. Formerly of 
some considerable importance in the early summer herring fish- 
ing and of variable interest in autumn, Dunmore East had for 
various reasons been rather neglected for some years before the 
war, during which, as the table in No. S of the Appendix 
shows, the place became of real value to the food supply. There 
is always a certain amount of herring in Dundalk Bay during 
midwinter, pursued in normal times by the local open boats” 
but, on account of their generally inferior quality, offering no 
attraction to outsiders. Enhanced prices for any sort of herring- 
led to a great fishing in the Bay in the winters of 1915-16 and 
1916-17, and it looked as though Dundalk might become a her- 
ring port of permanent importance. The fish, however, failed 
lo materialise in paying quantity in the subsequent winters, so 
the ancient peace of the quays may not be disturbed again bv 
fish traffic. 

The enemy made no attempt to molest Irish fishing boats 
until the night of 3rd May, 1917, when the crew of a submarine 
destroyed seven boats off Baltimore, but allowed the fishermen 
to go ashore in safety. On the 31st of the same month, a 
submarine sank by gunfire a .fishing boat belonging to Ardeer, 
Co. Galway, off the Skird Rocks, when, so far as is known, the 
entire crew perished. The next instance of enemy action

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occurred on the 30th April, 1918, when two HoWth fishing boats, 
fishing off their home port, were sunk by gunfire from a sub- 
marine; five lives were lost on this occasion and appear to have 
been avenged in the course of the same day by the Department’s 
Fishery Cruiser “ Helga,” at that time in Admiralty service. 
The last attack was made on the night of 30th May, .1918, when 
12 fishing boats were sunk about twelve miles south-west of 
Ivilkeel, but without loss of life. 

On the first and last occasion mentioned, several boats escaped 
by cutting their gear adrift, while some gear w'as lost in the 
apprehension of attacks which were not delivered. H.M. Navy 
rendered every possible assistance in the recovery of these flotsam 
nets, as well as in salving trains which remained attached to 
sunken boats. 

Orders relative to Irish Fisheries made by the Food 
Controller under the Defence of the Realm Act. 

The Committee appointed to advise the Department in ellect- 
in°‘ an increased supply of coarse fish and eels from Irish rivers 
and lakes, to which reference was made in our last Report, lias 
now concluded its labours and furnished a Report, which will 
be published in due course. 

Most of the Orders which the Department made under the 
Freshwater Fish (Ireland) Order, 1917, and its amending 
Orders, have now been revoked, and no new Orders are in con- 
templation, save in a few instances where they may be useful 
for regularising the destruction ol pike. 


SEA FISHERIES. 

Vessels and Crews. 

There were 4,717 Irish boats with crews numbering 17,502 
persons engaged in fishing in the year 1918. The figures for 
the previous year were 4,542 and 16,936, respectively. The 
4,717 vessels 'included 349 first class, 2,119 second class, 514 
third class, and 1,735 small open boats. 

Details of the numbers of fishing craft men and boys employed 
in each year since 1914 will be found in Appendix No. 3, 
page 6. 

A comparison of the following numbers of fishing vessels owned 
in Ireland will indicate the extent to which Irish fishermen have 
■ taken advantage of modern developments in the application of 
internal combustion engines to the propulsion of fishing vessels,

Trawling was pursued by 4 steam, 175 motor, and 211 sailing 
vessels worked by 1,487 fishermen. That the men who follow 
this class of fishing recognise the advantages to be obtained by 
the use of internal combustion engines may be deduced from 
the fact that in 1913 the number of motor boats so engaged was 
only 38. 

“ Ring netting,” with the Danish seine or “ snurrevaad,” 
was a part or whole-time occupation of fishermen from certain 
East Coast ports. 

The. high prices obtainable for fish in recent years produced 
an unprecedented desire on the part of various persons to invest 
capital in the industry, and there arose a demand for boats which 
focussed attention on the difficulties affecting building and the 
supply of motor engines. The Department took all possible steps 
to secure priority for engines and repair material, and to get 
boats built, but the demand was to a great exent satisfied by 
the purchase of second-hand boats from England and Scotland. 
On the other hand, the manning of the fishing fleets was affected 
by the absence on Naval or Military Service of 1,505 Irish fisher- 
men. The statistics collected by the Department indicate that 
of these 52 were from the North Coast, 395 from the East, 685 
from the South, and 373 from the West. 

Loans. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1919, 46 applications 
were received from 71 persons for loans amounting to .£12,231 
13s. Od. Of these, 36 loans were granted to 58 persons to the 
amount of £7,535 19s. Od. The sum actually issued during 
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tlie period was £6,363 9s. Od. About four-fifths of this sum was 
for the provision of motor boats. 

The ' promissory notes signed to secure principal and interest 
inclusive of £8,176 19s. lid. of unrepaid notes taken over by 
the Department at the commencement of their administration of 
fishery loans in non-congested districts, amount to £123,949 12s. 
9d. The amount repaid is £99,799 10s. 9d., while securities on 
hand, which have not yet matured for payment, represent 
£20,501 15s. 6d. 

The total arrears of repayment of instalments stood at £1,103 
3s. Id. at the end of the financial year, and the aggregate 
amount written off as irrecoverable is £1,703 2s. 2d. 

Further particulars in connection -with these loan transactions 
will be found in Appendix No. 8, pages 28 to 31. 

Insurance of Fishing Vessels. 

Since the date of the last Report no further policies have been 
issued by The Irish Fishing Vessels War Risks Insurance Com- 
mittee, which was constituted to give effect to proposals, sub- 
mitted by the Department and approved by H.M. Treasury, 
for the insurance of the hulls, machinery and gear of Irish 
fishing vessels against War Risks. In accordance with a com- 
munication received from H.M. Treasury in May last, no further 
policies will now be issued. 

The value of the 107 vessels and gear covered by the policies 
issued was £58,145 and the amount of premiums received 
£1,157 9s. lOd. No claims, other than the three mentioned in 
our last Report, have been received in respect of vessels or 
gear lost. 

Twelve crews, totalling 88 men and boys, were covered under 
a scheme of benefits for dependants of fishermen on insured 
vessels who might be killed, injured or interned. The amount 
of premiums received under the scheme was £14 17s. 9d., the 
rate fixed being 5s. per head of the normal crew. Fortunately 
no claims for payment have occurred. The number covered 
would doubtless have been larger if approval of the scheme had 
been secured at an earlier date. 

Review of Statistics of Fish (excluding Salmon) Landed. 

Excluding shell-fish, the quantity of sea fish landed (761,000 
cwts . ) was greater than in any of the preceding five years, and 
the amount realised for the catch, almost £1,000,000, would 
represent about the aggregate value of three years’ capture be- 
fore the war. Table 1 (a), page 4, gives an indication of the 
enormous increases in the prices of fish during the period of 
hostilities. The average value per cwt. of the total Irish land- 
ings is governed by the prices of mackerel and herrings, which 
form a greatly preponderating proportion of the whole. The 
quantity of herrings landed fell from 257,000 cwts. in 1917 to 
191,000 cwts., but that of mackerel increased from 333,000 cwts. 
to 490,000 cwts.

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Autumn Mackerel Fishery. 

More mackerel (309,000 cwts.) were landed during the autumn 
and winter than in any of the previous twenty seasons. The 
value of the catch was £286,500 and the number of barrels cured 
49,000. 

The fishing at the entrance to Kenmare Bay was phenomen- 
ally prolific and in this district alone 27,000 barrels were cured 
for the American Market. There was a very heavy fishing at 
Baltimore, where 46,000 cwts. were landed, nearly all of which 
were sent to market fresh. The operations carried on from the 
stations on the Dingle Peninsula were most successful, and 
although the amount of fish landed directly at Dingle was small, 
over 10,000 barrels were cured there for export. At North Arab 
(19,000 cwts.) and Cleg'gan (13,500 .cwts.) the captures were, 
respectively, thrice and twice as great as in the previous season. 
Details of the landings at the principal stations in the last four 
seasons are given in Appendix No. 4, page 18. 

Summer Herring Fishery. 

The quantity of herrings captured during the summer has 
showed a continuous decline since the exceptionally good season 
of 1915, and the amount landed (141,000 cwts.) in that under 
review was the smallest for many years. The high prices re- 
ceived for the fish, however, resulted in the value of the catch 
(£188,000) being the greatest recorded. On consulting Appendix 
No. 5, page 20, it will be seen that the only ports at which 
the fishery was up to the average were Howth and Kilkeel. 

Winter Herring Fishery. 

The herring fishery during the winter of 1918-19 was dis- 
appointing, only 59,000 cwts. valued at £67,000 having been 
landed (Appendix No. 6, page 22). The fishing in the Irish 
Sea was again a total failure. This was apparently due to the 
non-arrival of the large shoals of herrings which appeared in 
some previous winters. 

There was a serious decline in the landings at Downings (Co.„ 
Donegal), but the fishery at Dunmore East (Co. Waterford) 
showed a welcome revival. 

Piers and Harbours. 

Arklow . — The Department’s suction dredger “ Fag-an-Bea- 
laclr ” was successful in maintaining the depth of water in the 
approaches. 

Helvick . — During a great part of 1918 work at the harbour 
had to be suspended owing to the difficulty of obtaining an 
adequate supply of labour. Towards the close of the year 
operations were resumed with labour brought from Kilkeel, and 
satisfactory progress has since been made. 

Kilkeel . — Much ja-ogress was made in 1918, and the work has 
since been completed.

D.A.T.I. Fisheries Report, 1918. 
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portrush (Co. Antrim ). — The Department’s suction dredger 
“ Fag-an-Bealach ” has again been employed on the clearing 
of Pprtrush Harbour, at the expense of the Harbour Company. 

Btdbriggan.—The harbour entrance has from time to time 
been cleared by the Department’s suction dredger, under the 
terms of an arrangement with the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board. 

Shell Fisheries. 

Officers appointed by the Department exercised supervision 
over the public oyster fisheries in Kin’sale and Waterford .Har- 
bours, at Clarenbridge (Co. Galway), and at Inishlyre (Co. 
Mayo) ; over the mussel fisheries of Castlemaine Harbour, and 
the escallop fisheries in Connemara. 

Technical Instruction. 

The class in net-mending, which has been carried on in pre- 
vious years at Ivinsale, was continued during the winter. The 
average attendance of pupils, all of whom came from the fishing 
population, was about 20. 

Six pupils were nominated to the. class of instruction in the 
care and management of marine motoi' engines at the Pembroke 
Technical School, Bingsend.

In addition, some 240 tons from County Galway and over 1,000 
tons from County Sligo w r ere sent to a Dublin firm for manufac- 
ture into potash for use in Ireland. The value of the kelp ex- 
ported during the year has been estimated at £19,000. 


BY-LAWS. 

Since the date of our last Beport By-Laws came into operation 
prohibiting the use of Drift Nets for the capture of' salmon or 
trout off part of the coast of the Wexford District; prohibitin 
netting in the freshwater portions of rivers and lakes (save in 
small part of the Biver Boughty) in the Kenmare District ; pro- 
hibiting the use of nets for the capture of salmon or trout in 
part of the Biver Blackwater and its tributaries in the Lismore 
District; prohibiting the use of, or having on board any boat, 
Drift Nets in the tidal waters of the Drogheda District ; and 
prohibiting the removal, from any part of the fresh waters of 
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tlie Bandon Division of the Cork District, of Salmon or Trout 
or the Fry thereof not killed or taken by lawful means. 

The mouths of the following rivers were defined : — Owenglin 
or Clifden River and the Carrowbeg or Westport River in the 
Ballinakill District, the Moyour River in the Bangor District, 
the Dunglow River and rivers flowing into the sea from Lough 
Meela and Maghery Lough in the Letterkenny District, the 
Clarinbridge River and the Ivileolgan River in the Galway 
District, and the Rivers Bann (Upper), Blackwater, Ballin- 
derry, Movola, Main, and Six Mile Water in the Coleraine 
District. 

Orders were made defining the boundary between the Tidal 
and Freshwater portions of the hanky River in the Ballina 
District, and of the River Blackwater in the Kenmare District. 
By-Laws affecting the Mussel Fisheries of Castlemaine Harbour 
in the Killarney District and an Order affecting the Oyster 
Fishery of Kinsale Harbour in the Bandon Division of the Cork 
District were also made. 


INLAND FISHERIES. 

Salmon Fisheries. 

The returns of the quantities of salmon and trout carried by 
the Irish railways would indicate that the capture, whilst only 
somewhat below the average of the preceding ten years, w'as 
about 25 per cent, less than in the previous season. 

The figures given in the last Report showing the annual cap- 
ture by drift nets off the coast between Roundstone (Co. Galway) 
and Portrush (Co. Antrim) since 1905 are continued : —

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believe that some of the fish which would in the usual course 
have been sent to this market were disposed of through other 
channels. 

Judged by the reports received from the Clerks to the local 
Boards of Conservators, the net fisheries, although favoured by 
suitable weather, were, on the whole, less productive than in 
the previous year; whilst angling, which was hampered by un- 
favourable weather in most districts, was very disappointing. 
It would appear, however, that fish were present .in considerable 
numbers in certain rivers during the later part of the season, 
though they yielded little sport. In the Erne there was a good 
run of fish in August, a most unusual feature, possibly due to 
the low state of the smaller rivers which enter Donegal Bay. 

In general there appear to be signs that salmon are reverting 
to former conditions under which the proportion that entered 
rivers as peel was much greater than it lias been for many 
years. 

There was a good run of large sea trout in the Connemara 
District and it may be hoped that the turning point in the de- 
cline of these fish has been definitely reached. 

From the South-Western Districts cases of the destruction of 
fish by use of explosives and poison continue to be reported, 
and serious damage to fish by flaxwater took place as usual in 
the North-Eastern Counties. Other illegalities have, however, 
apparently declined. 

The weather experienced in the winter of 1918-19 was favour- 
able to spawning and to the protection of spawning and spent 
fish and fry. In the southern part of the country the number 
of breeding fish observed in the rivers was less than in the pre- 
vious winter, but in the north the opposite was the case. 

The publication of a summary of the detailed reports received 
from the different Districts was suspended since 1914, but we 
now publish in Appendix No. 17, page 64, the particulars for 
the years 1915, 1916, 1917 and 1918. 

The estimated output of salmon fry from hatcheries in the 
season of 1918-19 was 2,738,810. About 1,100,000 salmon fry 
were turned out from the Mallow and Banteer Hatcheries. 

The amount of Licence Duty received by the Boards of Con- 
servators during the year 1918 was T9, 539 5s. Od. 

Particulars of the captures during the year at certain of the 
more important Salmon Fisheries are as follow : 

Waterford District. 

At Cahirpark Kod Fishery, on the Biver Suir, 15 fish, weigh- 
ing altogether 238 lbs., were taken. 

At Neddin’s Water, 22 fish, weighing altogether 437J lbs., 
were captured. 
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Lismorc District. 

At the Dromana Fishery 776 fish were taken during the season. 

The take of salmon and grilse at the Blackwater Fishery was 
50 per cent, below the average for the 25 years ended 1899, 
Salmon was 58 per cent, below the average for the nine years 
1891-1899, and grilse was 63 per cent, below the average for 
the same nine years. 

Kenmarc District. 

The capture at the Blackwater Fishery (Co. Kerry) was 47 
per cent, below the average for the 25 yearB ended 1899. 

Waterville District. 

The number of fish taken at Waterville Weir during the season 
was 370. 

Killarney District. 

The capture at the Laune Fishery below Ivillorglin Bridge was 
491 per cent, below the average for the 24 years ended 1898. 
The poor result was mainly due to the scarcity of grilse, which 
were, however, more numerous in July than in the same month 
of the previous seven years. 

Limerick District. 

At the Newgarden, Prospect, Doonass, Castle, Hermitage, 
Woodlands, World’s End and Summerhill Fisheries the total 
number and weight of fish taken were, respectively, 258 and 
3,872 lbs. 

Baltina District. 

The capture of the Moy Fishery was 18' 35 per cent, below the 
average for the 25 years ended 1899. 

In respect of the year ended 31st March, 1919, the Depart- 
ment made grants, amounting to £2,435 3s. 6d., as specified 
below, to assist in the improvement and protection Of inland 
fisheries.

The Fishmongers’ Company continued to give . effective aid in 
the suppression of the traffic in salmon and trout illegally caught 
in Ireland. 

We desire again to express appreciation of the invaluable 
services rendered by the Officers and men of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary in the protection of the salmon fisheries. 

Eel Fisheries. 

In 1918, 49 coghills, 362 gaps or eyes and 3 traps were licensed 
for the capture of eels. 

In the Wexford District about T100 worth of eels were mar- 
keted, although a considerable decline in the quantity taken as 
compared with the previous year was evidenced. 

In the Waterford District the fishery was of an average char- 
acter. About .£200 worth of eels were sold, principally in 
London markets. 

Seven men netted about £77 worth in the Lismore District. 

The eel fisheries of the Limerick District showed a slight im- 
provement during the year under review. From 150 to 200 
persons were employed, and the whole capture was sent to 
English markets, 
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The fishery in the Galway District, where some 60 persons 
were engaged, also showed an improvement. 

About £100 worth was consigned to Billingsgate from the 
Connemara District. 

In the Bangor District an initial attempt was made by two 
men using a Coghill net to establish an eel fishery. About £i 
worth was marketed. 

The fishery in the Ballina District was injured by labour 
trouble during the period when it should have been most profit- 
able. 

In the Sligo and Ballyshannon Districts the fisheries were of 
an average nature. 

About AT -2, 000 worth of eels were consigned from the Cole- 
raine District to various English markets, but the fishery showed 
a slight decrease as compared with that of the previous season. 

In the Ballvcastle District about .£10 worth of eels were sold 
locally. 

The eel fishery in the Dundalk District showed a general im- 
provement. About 30 persons were employed, and the capture 
realised £980. 

In the Drogheda District the fishery was reported to be declin- 
ing. It is not possible to ascertain the value of the capture, 
which was consigned chiefly to English markets. 


Pollen Fisheries. 

From a report received from the Clerk to the Coleraine Board 
of Conservators, it would appear that the quantity of pollen 
caught in Lough Neagh was much less than in the season of 
1917. Until the month of May, the fish taken were exception- 
ally large and of superior quality. Very remunerative prices 
were realised for the greater portion of these fish which were 
disposed of in English markets. During the summer large num- 
bers of pollen of smaller size were captured in draft nets, but 
owing to the danger of deterioration in transit in hot weather, 
most of them were sold locally at a good price. The season as a 
.whole was fairly remunerative to the Lough Neagh fishermen. 
It is very satisfactory to note the discontinuance of the practice 
of baiting eel lines with pollen fry, on which we adversely com- 
mented in previous reports. Small perch were utilised instead 
of pollen. 

The numbers of pollen net licences issued in the Coleraine 
District were 88 trammel net licences and 138 draft licences, 
posting £295. The comparative figures for 1917 were 77,. 121 
and £258 10s, 0d., respectively. 
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Members of the Staff serving with H.M. Naval 
and Military Forces. 

During the year we have welcomed back the surviving officers 
of the Fisheries Branch whose names have been mentioned under 
this heading in previous reports. We deeply deplore the loss of 
Capt. A. B. E. Hillas, Sergt. M. Cullinane, and Corpl. M. E. 
Brown, who gave their lives for their country. 

Many scientific and other reports have been received during 
the year, and this opportunity is taken of thanking those who 
placed the valuable information they contain at the disposal of 
the Department.

TIDAL AND FRESHWATER BOUNDARIES OF RIVERS 

Easky River.— Dated 23rd December, 1918. 

Defining the boundary between the tidal and freshwater portions of th» 
Easky River in the No. 11 or Ballina District to be an imaginary straight 
line drawn east and west, true, across the river in the townlands of Castletown 
and Bunowna, at a point eighty-eight yards south, true, of the ruin caller! 
Castletown Castle. 

River Blackwater, County Kerry.— Date! 15th September, 1910. 

Defining the boundary between the t'dal and freshwater portions of the 
Elver Blackwater m the No. 63 or Kenmare District to be a line drawn 
from the townland of Derreenafoyle, Parish of Kilorohane, to the 1 townland 
of Dromore Old, Parish of Templenoe (both in the Barony of Dnnkerron 
South) along the foot of the ridge of rock forming the waterfall next 
above the bridge carrying the main road from Kenmare to Sneem. 


DEFINITIONS OF MOUTHS OF RIVERS. 

Owenglin or Clifden River— Dated 21st December, 1917. 

Defining the Mouth of the Owenglin or Clifden River to be the place 
at which an imaginary straight line crosses the said River, between the 
townlands of Clifden and Ardbear in the Barony of Ballynahinch and 
County of Galway.

thence to High Water Mark on the North-Eastern extremity of Toberkeen 
Point, in the Townland of Toberkeen, Parish of Templecrone, Barony of 
Boylagh, and County of Donegal. 

Defining the Mouth of the River flowing into the sea from Lough Meela 
to be a line drawn from -a point in the Townland of Leckenagh, Parish of 
Templecrone, Barony of Boylagh and County of Donegal, to a point on 
Carriff Island. , - 

Defining the Mouth of the River flowing into the Sea from Maghery 
Lough to be a line drawn from a point on Church Island, to a point in the 
Townland of Roshin South, Parish of Templecrone, Barony of Boylagh 
and County pf Donegal. 

River Carrowbeg or Westport River.— Dated 31st January, 1918. 

Defining the Mouth of the River Carrowbeg or Westport River to be an 
imaginary straight line, joining the seaward extremities of the training 
walls at the entrance to Westport Channel. 

River Moyour. — Dated 7th June, 1918. 

Defining the Mouth of the River Moyour to be an imaginary straight 
line, drawn from a point, in the Townland of Money, to a point in the 
Townland of Rosmindle, both in the Parish of Kilmeena, Barony of 
Burrishoole, and Comity of Mayo . 

Olarinbridge and Kilcolgan Rivers.— Dated 14th February, 1919. 

Defining the Mouth of the Clarinbridge River to be a straight line drawn 
in a south easterly direction from a point at high water mark at 
Dunbulcaun m the Townland of Ballynamanagh West in the Parish of 
Ballynacourty, Barony of Dunkellin and County of Galway to a point 
at high water mark on the shore of the Townland of Stradbally North 
m the Parish of Stradbally in the said Barony and County. 
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Defining the Mouth of the Kilcolgan River to be a straight line drawn, 
in a southerly direction from a point at high water mark at the end of the 
lane leading to the shore near Corraun Point in the Townland of Rahaneena 
in the Parish of Stradbally, Barony of Dunkellin and County of Galway 
to a point at high water mark on the shore of the Townland of Stradbally 
West in the said Parish, Bai-ony, and County. 

Rivers Bann (Upper), Blackwater, Ballinderry, Moyola, Main, and Six Mile, 
Water, flowing into Lough Neagh.— Dated 6th February, 1919. 

Defining the Mouth of the River Bann (Upper) to be a straight line 1 
crossing the said River along the northern boundaries of the Townlands 
of Derrylard, in the Parish of Tartaraghan and Barony of Oneilland West, 
and Derryinver, in the Parish of Montiaghs and Barony of Oneilland 
East, both in the County of Armagh. 

Defining the Mouths of the River Blackwater to be a straight line' 
crossing the said River along the Northern boundaries of the Townlands 
of Derryloughan, in the Parish of Clonoe, Barony of Dungannon Middle- 
and County of Tyrone, and Maghery, in the Parish of Tartaraghan,. 
Barony of Oneilland West and County of Armagh, and a straight line 
crossing -the Maghery Canal in the aforesaid Townland of Maghery along 
the Eastern boundary of the townland. 

Defining the Mouth of the Ballinderry River, to be a straight line 
crossing the said River along the Eastern boundaries of the Townlands of 
Killymuck, in the Parish of Ballinderry, Barony of Loughinsholin and 
County of Londonderry, and Lower Mullan, in the Parish of Ballinderry,. 
Barony of Dungannon Upper and County of Tyrone. 

Defining the Mouth of the Moyola River to be a straight line crossing- 
the said River along the Eastern boundaries of the Island of Intake,, 
and the Townland of Ballymaguigan, both in the Parish of Artrea, Barony 
of Loughinsholin and County of Londonderry. 

Defining the Mouth of the River Main to be a straight line' crossing 
the sa : d River along the Southern boundary of the Townland of Shane’s 
Castle Park at the place called Mainwater Foot, in the Parish of 'Drummaul, 
Barony of Toome Upper and County of Antrim. 

Defining the Mouth of the River Six Mile Water to be a straight line 
crossing the said River along the Western boundaries of the Townlands of 
Half Umry, in the Parish of Antrim and Barony of Toome Upper, and 
Balloo, in' the Parish of Grange of Muckamore, Barony of Massereene- 
Lower, both in the County of Antrim.

WEXFORD DISTRICT. 

Tidal Waters. — Dated 17th December, 1917. 

Prohibiting to use any Drift Net for the capture of Salmon or Trout 
off the coast of the Wexford District between a line drawn south (true)- 
from Kiln Bay (east of Bannow Bay) and a line drawn east (true) from 
Cahore Point. 

LISMORE DISTRICT. 

River Blackwater. — Dated 9th March, 191 S. 

Prohibiting to use any net (except a landing net used solely as auxiliary 
to fishing legally with rod and line) for the capture of salmon or trout or 
with the intent to take salmon or trout in that part of the Rivei Blackwater 
above or upstream of the western boundaries of the townlands of Glen 
More and Glencairn (in the Barony of Coshmore and Coshbride, County 
Waterford), and in the tributaries which enter the said part of the said 
River.

Tidal Waters. — Dated 24th July, 1918. 

Prohibiting to use any Drift Net for the capture of Salmon or Trout 
in the Tidal Waters of the No. 17 1 or Drogheda District, between imaginary 
lines drawn east (true) from the points at which the said District is defined 
to north and south respectively.. 
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Prohibiting to have any Drift Net for the capture of Salmon or Trout 
on board any boat in the Tidal Waters of the No. 17 1 or Drogheda District 
between imaginary lines drawn east (true) from the points at which the 
said District is defined to north and south respectively. 

KENMARE DISTRICT. 
iFresh Waters. — Dated 1st May, 1917. 

Prohibiting to use any net, save landing nets used solely as auxiliary 
to fishing legally with rod and line, and save nets used legally for the 
capture of eels, for the purpose of taking fish or with the intent to take 
fish in the upper or fresh water portions of all rivers and lakes in the No. 6 3 
or Kenmare District, save in that part of the main River Roughty which 
lies between (a) a line drawn due north across the said river from the point 
where the boundary between the townlands of Lounaghan and Slaheny 
(both in the Parish of Kilgarvan, Barony of Glanarought, and County of 
Kerry) meets the bank of the said river, and (b) a line drawn due north 
and south across the said river through the point of junction of the 
boundaries of the Townland of Letter Lower (in the Parish of Kenmare 
Barony of Glanarought, and County of Kerry) and the Townlands of 
Lounaghan and Ardtully (both in the Parish of Kilgarvan, Barony of 
Glanarought and County of Kerry). 

NO. 5 or CORK DISTRICT 
(BANDON DIVISION) 

'Fresh Waters. — Dated 23rd December, 1918. 

Enacting that no person shall remove or cause to be removed by any 
means from any part of the fresh waters of the said part of said District 
any Salmon or Trout or the Fry thereof not killed or taken by lawful 
means, or any Salmon or Trout or the Fry thereof found dead from any 
cause whatsoever, PROVIDED ALWAYS that the provisions of this 
By-Law shall not apply to any Officer of the Board of Conservators of 
Fisheries for the said District, acting under the instructions of the said 
Board, or to any owner of a Fishery or his Agent acting under the written 
authority of the said Board, or to any Officer or Constable of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary or to any Sanitary Officer, in so far as the removal or 
causing to be removed from said waters of any diseased Salmon or Trout 
or Fry thereof, or of any Salmon or Trout or Fry thereof found dead 
from any cause whatsoever is concerned. 


OYSTER AND MUSSEL FISHERIES. 

Mussels. Castlemaine Harbour. — Dated 9th April, 1918. 

Fixing the period from 1st day of June, 1918, to 31st day of October, 
1919, both said days inclusive, during which it shall not be lawful to take 
or attempt to take Mussels, below low-water mark of Spring tides, in that 
part of Castlemaine Harbour which lies between imaginary lines drawn 

(a) between Lack Bridge in the Townland of Lack and Cromane Point 
in the Townland of Cromane Lower ; and 

(b) between Aughils Bridge in the Townland of Aughils and Crow’s 
Point in the Townland of Cromane Lower. 

Mussels. Castlemaine Harbour. — Dated 22nd May, 1919. 

Prohibiting at all times to keep, place, lay or store any Mussel in any 
pond, pool or watercourse, or on any land which is liable to be covered 
at high water of any tide, in the Townland of Gurrane East, or in any 
creek or inlet of Castlemaine Harbour between the eastern and western 
* boundaries of the said Townland, PROVIDED ALWAYS that nothing 
in this By-Law shall affect the provisions of the By-Laws dated 30th 
August, 1912. 

Oysters. Kinsale Harbour. — Dated 25th September, 1918. 

Constituting a Body Corporate to be called the Kinsale Harbour Oyster 
Fishery Commissioners, and 

Granting to the Kinsale Harbour Oyster Fishery Commissioners the 
right to have and exercise within the limits of the fishery and fishing 
grounds the exclusive right of depositing, propagating, dredging for and 
taking oysters and all such other powers, rights, and privileges in relation 
to such fisheries as are conferred by the Act 47 and 48 Viet., Cap. 48, upon 
the grantees of an oyster fishery thereunder, subject to the duties and 
obligations by said Act and this Order provided.
